Pleads Guilty 
To Murdering

WASHINGTON, Pa. (AP) 
Claude E. Vealey, co-defendant 
in the slayings lVfe years ago of 
United Mine Workers insurgent 
Joseph 
A. 
“Jock” 
Yablonski 
and 
his 
wife 
and 
daughter, 
pleaded guilty to murder today 
and said the killings were paid 
for by a man named “Tony.” 
Vealey, 27, a laborer, made 
his surprise disclosure in a sor­ 
did step-by-step statement that 
told of how he and two other 
men stalked Yablonski weeks 
before the killings, of how they 
broke into the Yablonski home 
before dawn the morning of 
Dec. 31, 1969, crept upstairs 
and pumped bullet after bullet 
into their victims—and of how, 
in a moment of uncertainty, the 
job nearly was bungled. 
The statement, which Vealey 
said he gave of his own free 
will and without promises of le­ 
niency, 
mentioned 
the 
man 
“ Tony” repeatedly, but never 
identified 
him 
further. 
The 
statement was read in open 
court after Vea ley’s guilty plea. 
The Yablonskis 
were 
slain 
the 
same 
month the raspy- 
voiced 59-year-old union insur­ 
gent lost his bid to depose 
UMW President W. A. “Tony” 
Boyle. 
From 
the beginning, Boyle 
and other key UMW officials 
denied any involvement in the 
slayings, and ultimately the un­ 
ion offered a $50,000 reward for 
the arrest and conviction of the 
person or persons responsible 
for the murders. 
“This is a terrible tragedy,” 
Boyle said initially. “ I do not 
know at this time what or who 
caused the deaths of brother 
Yablonski 
and his 
wife 
and 
daughter. 
But 
whatever 
the 
cause, the violent deaths of 
three 
members of the Yab­ 
lonski family can only be called 
a tragedy.” 
Vealey’s 
rambling, 
15-page 
statement was read into the 
record by FBI Agent Joseph 
Masterson of Cleveland, where 
Vealey and the four other de­ 
fendants in the case were ar­ 
rested last year several weeks 
after the slayings. 
Vealey said he first was ap­ 
proached about killing some­ 
one—at the time he didn’t know 
it would be Yablonski—in the 
summer of 1969, five months 
before the election that saw 
Boyle defeat Yablonski for the 
presidency of the 200,000-mem­ 
ber UMW. 
Vealey identified the two men 
who he said took part in the 
killings as Aubran W. "Buddy” 
Martin, 22, also a laborer; and 
Paul Gilly, 37, a house painter. 
All three are from the Cleve­ 
land area. 
Vealey said Gilly was the go- 
between in the slayings, m ak­ 
ing all the arrangements with 
the man “Tony.” Vealey quoted 
Gilly as saying "Tony” was 
willing “to pay $4,200 to have 
this person (Yablonski) killed.”

British Entry 


Into Common 


Market OK’d

LUXEMBOURG 
(AP) 
— 
Britain and the six Common 
Market nations came to terms 
early today on Britain’s admis­ 
sion to the European Economic 
Community. Now Prime Minis­ 
ter Edward Heath has to sell it 
to the British Parliament. 
“We have broken the back of 
the negotiations. It is an histor­ 
ic day for Europe,” Geoffrey 
Rippon, 
Britain’s 
negotiator, 
told newsmen after an all-night 
bargaining session with the six 
Continental 
foreign 
ministers 
ended with champagne toasts 
at 4 a.m. 
The agreement also cleared 
the way for negotiations with 
Norway, Denmark and Ireland 
on their applications to join the 
customs union formed in 1958 
by France, Italy, West Germa­ 
ny, Belgium, Luxembourg and 
the Netherlands, 
The remaining major issues 
in 
Britain’s 
10-year 
bid 
for 
membership 
were 
resolved 
when the negotiators put to­ 
gether a package that included 
concessions to Britain’s trade 
with New Zealand, the amount 
of Britain’s first contributions 
to the joint Common Market 
budget and 
help for British 
coastal 
fishermen 
and 
hill 
farmers. 
But with polls showing 60 per 
cent of the British public op­ 
posed to Market membership 
and members of both the Labor 
and Conservatives parties di­ 
vided on the issue, Heath faces 
a stiff battle selling the term s 
in Parliam ent in the fall. His 
target is membership by Jan. 
1, 1973. 
Political sources in London 
estimate that if the vote is 
“free,” with a member per­ 
mitted to vote his convictions 
and not as the party majority 
decides, Heath could win by a 
comfortable 70 or 80 votes. But 
if the opposition Labor party 
decides against Market mem­ 
bership and party discipline is 
enforced, abstentions by anti- 
Mar ket Conservatives might be 
too much for Heath. 
Former Prime Minister H ar­ 
old Wilson, the leader of the 
Labor party, is likely to hold 
the key. He has said repeatedly 
he would be in favor of joining 
Europe 
“ if 
the 
terms 
are 
right,” but he has shown signs 
recently of moving into 
the 
anti-Market camp. 
Opponents of Market mem­ 
bership fear Britain will lose 
some of its national sovereignty 
and face an ever higher cost of 
living because food prices will 
be geared to the higher prices 
charged by continental farm ­ 
ers.

In Indianapolis, Vernon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon will go to Vernon, 
Ind., and Indianapolis Thursday 
and on to Chicago for a speech 
Friday. 
In Chicago he will address at 
10 a.m. a joint conference of the 
National Retired Teachers Asso­ 
ciation and the Association of 
American Retired Persons, the 
White House announced. 
In Indianapolis he will attend 
a 7 p.m. dinner at the Hilton 
Hotel honoring the retiring pres­ 
ident 
of 
Purdue 
University, 
Frederick L. Hovde. 
Prior to the dinner, Nixon will 
go to Vernon to speak in front of 
the Jennings County courthouse 
and participate in a 12:30 p.m. 
ceremony dedicating a plaque 
commemorating 
his 
mother, 
Hannah Milhous Nixon. 
The President’s mother was 
born in 1885 on an Indiana farm 
in Jennings County, about four 
miles southeast of Butlerville. 
Her home burned in December 
1968, and Jennings County offi­ 
cials said the plaque commem­ 
orating her birthplace would be 
placed along U..S. 50 at Butler­ 
ville. 
Nixon was invited to Jen­ 
nings County for the ceremony 
by the 25 members of the Jen­ 
nings County High School chap­ 
ter of the Indiana Junior His­ 
torical Society. 
The inscription on the brass 


plaque, bought by the pupils, 
reads: 
“ Hannah 
Milhous 
Nixon, 
mother of President Richard M. 
Nixon, was born on a farm 4Vi 
miles' southeast to which her 
parents came in 1854. Hannah’s 
parents moved to California in 
1897 when she was 12 years 
old.” 
The club decided on the proj­ 
ect in keeping with its philos­ 
ophy, "The direction of the 
spirit of the future is found in 
the past.” 
Elliot L. Richardson, Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, is scheduled to speak 
at the Indianapolis dinner. John 
A. Scott, publisher of two news­ 
papers in Washington state, and 
former publisher of the Lafay­ 
ette Journal & Courier, will be 
master of ceremonies.

Is Split On 


Welfare Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Un­ 
der Tuesday’s House-approved 
Welfare Bill, the federal gov­ 
ernment would assume 78.5 per 
cent of the costs for 355,400 re­ 
cipients in Indiana. 
This compares with 61.4 per 
cent and 168,100 recipients un­ 
der present law. 
The figures are those of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, for the year beginning 
July 1, 1972. 
There is no way of telling in 
advance how many of those 
eligible under the bill would 
actually 
become 
recipients. 
Many of those added will be 
working poor, some of whom 
would be eligible only for small 
welfare supplements and might 
not apply. 
Indiana's Congressional Dele­ 
gation split 5-5 Tuesday as the 
House refused to delete welfare 
reform from a Social Security 
bill. Republican Rep. William 
G. Bray was not listed as vot­ 
ing 
Democratic Rep. Andrew Ja ­ 
cobs 
Jr. 
joined 
Republican 
Reps. David W. Dennis, Earl 
Landgrebe. John T, Myers and 
Roger H. Zion in voting to de­ 
lete welfare reform from the 
bill. 
And Republican Rep. Elwood

cans, now goes to the Senate 
where its fate won’t be decided 
until at least late this year. 
The House Tuesday turned 
back, 234 to 187 an unusual con­ 
servative-liberal coalition’s at­ 
tempt to eliminate the bill’s 
welfare section. Then the meas­ 
ure was passed unchanged, 288 
to 132. 
The winners, like the losers, 
represented 
an 
extraordinary 
combination: President Nixon’s 
emissaries working closely with 
Democratic leaders. 
The bill would sweep away 
the present state welfare sys­ 
tem, with its 54 different sets of 
benefit levels, eligibility rules 
and procedures, and substitute 
a federally administered plan. 
It would assure a minimum 
annual income of $2,400 for a 
family of four and include the 
working poor, possibly adding 
as many as 10 million persons 
to the current 15 million wel­ 
fare recipients. 
States could supplement the 
federal 
payments—many 
al­ 
ready pay more—but would not 
be required to do so. 
Welfare reform 
would cost 
the federal government an esti­ 
mated 
$5.5 billion 
and 
save 
states $1.6 billion at present 
support levels. 
The 
Social 
Security 
provi­ 
sions would boost benefits for 
more than 27 million recipients 
and 
hike 
payroll 
taxes, 
al­ 
though 
persons 
still 
working 
would 
receive 
even 
greater 
benefits at retirement, 
A 5 per cent across-the-board 
benefit increase would be effec­ 
tive in June 1972, and benefits, 
and taxes, would go up in fu­ 
ture years to keep pace with 
living costs and average wage 
levels. 
Benefits would be liberalized 
also for widows, persons contin­ 
uing to earn money after retire­ 
ment, men retiring early and 
low -earning couples. M edieare, 
now 
available only 
to those 
over 65, would be extended to 
persons retired for disability.

Also included in the docu­ 
ments to be supplied will be a 
copy of a 1965 study of the Ton­ 
kin Gulf incident. That was a 
U.S.-North Vietnam naval en­ 
counter which preceded U.S. 
combat entry into the war. The 
incident occurred in 1964. 
This is among materials that 
have been dealt with in the 
newspaper articles which have 
become the subject of court 
cases. 
The 
government 
has 
sought to stop publication of the 
secret material. 
Ziegler also said the Justice 
Department 
is 
going 
ahead 
with the court cases and its 
proceedings against the news­ 
papers involved is not affected 
in any way by the President’s 
turnover of the secret data to 
Congress.

Ngo Dinh Diem be toppled if he 
entered into negotiations with 
North Vietnam. 
In 
a 
copyright 
story, 
the 
newspaper said the memo and 
another dated Sept. 16 were 
written by Assistant Secretary 
of State Roger Hilsman, who 
served under Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. 
The memos, plus documents 
from 
the 
Pentagon 
history, 
show “ a battle over Diem’s 
fate with the State Department 
urging his ouster and the Pen­ 
tagon insisting that the United 
States stick with him,” the Sun- 
Times said. 
The 
Sun-Times’ 
disclosures 
came one day after The Boston 
Globe reported on a part of the 
Pentagon study and was re­ 
strained by a federal judge who 
ordered the newspaper’s copy 
of the papers impounded.

This provision would not apply 
if there had been a legislated 
increase the previous year.

Taxes: Wage base for the 
payroll tax, now $7.800, would 
be increased Jan. 1, 1972, to 
$10,200.

In Money Due 
91 Counties 
SHELBYVILLE, Ind. (AP) — 
A hearing to set attorney fees 
and other costs involved in a 
$16 million judgment in favor of 
91 Indiana counties will be con­ 
ducted Friday in Shelby Circuit 
Court. 
The money represents inheri­ 
tance taxes due the counties 
under terms of a 1967 law pock­ 
et vetoed by former Gov. Roger 
D. Branigin. The Indiana Appel­ 
late Court later ruled that type 
of veto unconstitutional. 
The $16 million was paid to 
the court by the state and the 
money has been invested in 30- 
day U.S. government securities, 
drawing interest until the case 
is concluded. 
Marion County and Indianap­ 
olis won a $12.7 million judg­ 
ment earlier and were not in­ 
cluded In the class action heard 
here on behalf of the other 91 
counties. 


A complete overhauling of 
processes under which lawyers 
are disciplined was announced 
today by the Supreme Court of 
Indiana with its Chief Justice 
stating, “Now we will have the 
means for the realistic enforce­ 
ment of ethical standards.” 
Norman F. Arterburn, the 
Chief Justice, said the Court 
will employ a full-time staff to 
investigate complaints of mis­ 
conduct. A weakness of the 
former system, Justice Arter­ 
bum said, was that part-time 
volunteers lacked the resources 
for thorough consideration of 
grievances. 
Indiana is a leader among 
the states by this action and 
by the court’s earlier order un­ 
der which specific Standards of 
Professional Responsibility were 
made binding matters of law, 
he said. “Our purpose is the 
protection of the public, the 
courts and the members of the 
Indiana Bar from the miscon­ 
duct of the few and, at the 
same time, the protection of at­ 
torneys generally from unwar­ 
ranted claims,” he said. 
The ethical standards for law­ 
yers and a Code of Judicial 
Conduct and Ethics were adopt­ 
ed as a matter of court rule in 
Indiana. The new code setting 
up a permanent staff and office 
is part of the steps being taken 
to improve the standards of the 
legal profession of Indiana. 
In the new action, the Supreme 
Court established procedures of 
the investigation and hearing 
of complaints which can be­ 
come the basis for disbarment, 
suspension from the practice of 
law, or public or private re­ 
primands. Also the old, eight - 
member Disciplinary Commis­ 
sion was reorganized to be com­ 
posed of seven members with 
powers to supervise investiga­ 
tions and hearings, issue sub- 
poneas, and to recommend dis­ 
ciplinary action to the Court. 
The Court's disciplinary rule 
also established time deadlines 
for completion of various steps 
in the review process. Public 
notice will be given orders in­ 
volving disbarment, suspension 
and public reprimand. 
Justice Arterburn said the Dis­ 
ciplinary Commission staff will 
be headed by an executive sec­ 
retary, and wdll include an in­ 
vestigator and two secretaries. 


The program’s cost will be un­ 
derwritten by an annual regis­ 
tration fee of $15.00 for each 
attorney parcticing in Indiana, 
first payable next October 1. 
The Chief Justice said: 
“Heretofore we have had to 
call upon lawyers to give their 
time on a voluntary basis to 
investigate complaints of mis­ 
conduct. This has been unfair 
to those professionally minded 
lawyers to make such sacrifice. 
It is only fair that all the law­ 
yers of the state should share in 
the professional responsibility 
of disciplining our profession. 
The logical way to do this is 
to call upon each lawyer to' pay 
a small registration fee each 
year to maintain a permanent 
staff and office for the investiga­ 
tion and prosecution of com­ 
plaints against our profession. 
Such office and staff will be a 
place where people with grievan­ 
ces can go to be beard.” 
He cited national studies which 
described the major deficiencies 
in disciplinary systems through­ 
out the United States as too 
little powers within disciplinary 
agencies, a lack of funds to 
finance investigations, and great 
delays in the disposition of cas­ 
es. “We believe our plan has 
overcome those weaknesses,” 
he said.

Judge Orders Woman To Lose 60 
Pounds In 5 Months Or Go To Jail 
MIAMI (AP) — Mary Louise 
Peterson must shed 60 pounds 
in the next five months or go to 
jail for the next three years. 
The deadline diet was im­ 
posed on the 38-year-old mother 
of six after she was found guil­ 
ty of disorderly conduct and re­ 
sisting police without violence. 
Criminal Court Judge Murray 
Goodman made the weight loss 
mandatory as a term of her 
three-year probation. 
“Her attorney said she was 
on welfare and was too over­ 
weight to hold down a job,” 
Goodman said. “If I put her in 
jail or fine her, I just penalize 
the children.” 
At the time of her May 24 
trial, Mrs. Peterson tipped the 
scales at 315. Tuesday, she said 
she was down to 310. 
“ I’m on a strict protein diet.” 
she said. “It's not easy to. lose 
weight, but then my doctor said 
it wouldn’t be. The judge told 
me I had to lose three pounds a 
week until I got down to 250. 
I’m going to lose more than 
that, I'm not going to stop until 
I get down to 200. 
Mrs, Peterson, who is 6 feet 


tall, said she weighed 138 when 
she was married, nearly 20 
years ago, but had gained 
steadily over the years. 
“It sort of creeps up on you,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Peterson must make pe­ 
riodic visits to her probation of­ 
ficer to show' she is complying 
with the terms of her sentence. 
She also plans to begin attend­ 
ing a Miami weight reducing 
salon, which offered her a free 
membership. 
“When I sentenced her,” 
Judge Goodman said, “she told 
me, ‘Good, now I’ll finally lose 
some weight.’ I hope she does 
. . . for her sake.”

The participants shared 
some of the recent discoveries they had 
made in their study of alcohol and the 
alcoholic. 
Dr. Denes de Torok, Professor of Bio­ 
logical Science at Carnegie-Mellon Uni­ 
versity, Pittsburgh, declared that serious 
damage of the chromosomes, the genetic 
carriers of inheritance, is a characteris­ 
tic of alcoholics. 
Dr. Herbert Barry, a professor of 
pharmacology, said, “The youngest bey 
in a family is more likely to become an 
alcoholic than his brothers or sisters. 
The order of birth does not seem to have 
anything to do with whether the other 
boys and girls in a family take to drink. 
It is the youngest child who bears the 
brunt, if it’s a boy, and the bigger the 
family, the greater the risk. The reason 
for this is because the youngest child is 
more likely to be babied and made de­ 
pendent. In a girl this treatment is con­ 
sistent with the role society has assigned 
her. But to a boy the conflict between de- 
ndence and the need for independence 
sharpened — sometimes unbearably. 
Tensions are created and alcohol is an 
eftcily available outlet. Besides, when 
men are drunk they have the illusion of 
being stronger and more capable than 
they really are. This alcohol gives drink­ 
ers both the actuality of dependence and 
the illusion of independence. Alcohol so 
blurs reality that drinkers have the illu­ 
sion of strength and uninhibited mascu­ 
linity simultaneously with letting down 
their hair emotionally.”

In the Highlands of Scotland, sheep 
have the right of way. There are no fenc­ 
es. These black-nosed sheep, with spin- 
dley legs and long thick wool, forage 
range style. They are marked with a 
splash of black, blue, or red paint to 
identify the owner. 
The water is so clear in the locks that 
when mountains, rocks, and trees reflect 
in the water, it is hard to tell wrhere the 
reflections begin. Often the colors re­ 
flected are more vivid than the real. 
Stone fences or hedge-rows mark fields 
throughout southern Scotland and in 
England. However, according to Jim 
Gray, the stone fence building in Scot­ 
land is now a lost art. All fences there 
are over 100 years old. 
The Scottish lairds on the off-lambing 
season and planting season would have 
the tenants help with the fence building. 
Today it is difficult to get anyone even 
to repair the fence. 
Stone fences start with a wide base. 
Chipped stones were used in the center. 
The fences were solidly built so that they 
could not be pushed by either sheep or 
cattle. 
During our stay in England and Scot­ 
land we cid not. see TV, nor did we miss 
it. The newspapers had much news about 
the United States, but nothing about the 
war in Vietnam. 
When 
demonstrators attempted 
to 
paralyze the nation’s capital, the story 
was front page news with 3-inch head­ 
lines' ‘ U. S. Army Called Out To Check 


Hippies.” The story read, “The U. S. 
Army today called out turreted armored 
vehicles, troops with fixed bayonets, and 
jeeps with barbed wire coiled around 
their bonnets . . . and sent them rolling 
up to the borders of Washington.” 
The story w'ent on to explain that the 
young long-haired men and women in 
ragged 
clothes were streaming 
into 
Washington from all over the country 
with a bed-roll or a folding tent their 
only luggage.” 
Gasoline prices in England and Scot­ 
land range from 80 to 90 cents a gallon. 
Their measurement is almost one pint 
larger, however. The government tax on 
all cars is $65 yearly in England. The 
lack of parking space and high gasoline 
cost accounts for the numerous midget 
cars. Austins seemed to be a favorite. 
Central heating is practically non-ex­ 
istent in Scotland. Our big surprise was 
to find electric blankets permanently in­ 
stalled in the sleeping rooms at tourist 
homes. 
In one tourist home where we stayed, 
there was an electric connection for 
making early tea. The night before, the 
pitcher of cream was placed inside the 
bedside stand. The temperature of the 
room was about the same as that inside 
our refrigerator here in Rushville, so the 
cream kept quite nicely. 
Fireplaces are used for heating in most 
homes. You can tell the number of fire­ 
places in use by counting the chimney 
pdts on the roof. 
The National Trust of Scotland was 
formed in 1931 to care and protect build­ 
ings and scenery in certain parts of Scot­ 
land and England. There were no bill­ 
boards along the highways. The bill­ 
boards were grouped at the edge of 
towns.

This Television Anchorman 
Happens To Be A Lady

Vast sums of money expended 
on 
political 
campaigns 
seem 
such a waste. So far there has 
been no practical method of lim ­ 
iting such expenses advanced. 
Constitutional questions con­ 
cerning 
the 
right 
of 
“ free 
speech” are involved in any re­ 
straint. The British, with strong 
controls over length and cost of 
campaigns, are not restricted 
by such questions. Control of 
the candidates is only the start 
of the problem. How do you 
control organizations and indi­ 
viduals 
supporting 
candidates 
of their choice? 
A study by the nonpartisan 
Citizens’ Research Foundation 
places the total cost of the 1968 
presidential race at a record 
Si00 million. As much money 
was spent in the preferential 
prim aries 
and 
pre-convention 
race as the two candidates spent 
on the general election. It seems 
such a waste. 
A total close to $35 million 
was spent to elect Nixon, includ­ 
ing $12.6 million for fall radio 
and television coverage of the 
campaign. The fruitless cam ­ 
paign of third party candidate 
George C. Wallace cost ah esti­ 
mated $7 million. Losing cam ­ 
paign of the Democrats left the 
party badly in debt from which 
they have not yet recovered. 
A 
bill 
to 
limit 
campaign 
spending on radio and televis­ 
ion passed the last session of 
Congress and failed to survive 
a presidential veto. A similar 
bill is before the present Con­ 
gress. The bill was not broad 
enough, covering only limited 
types of expenditures. It lacked 
effective controls. Any private 
citizen or interested organiza­ 
tion could spend to support can­ 
didates of their choice. Such 
controls are of doubtful consti­ 
tutionality. 
A bill to limit spending on 
political campaigns failed the 
last session of the General As­ 
sembly by a Senate vote of 20 
to 18. 
Three bills to change candi­ 
date selection back to direct 
prim aries failed to make any 
progress. The only one to get 
out of committee failed in the 
Senate by a vote of 22 to 27. 
Party officials point to the fact 
direct primary selection would 
increase 
campaign 
cost 
and 
give power to organized groups 
such as the Farm Bureau and 
AFL-CIO. 
Any candidate to he selected 
in a direct primary would have 
to become well known in all 
areas of the state, a progress 
that is expensive. In the days 
of direct primaries in the state, 
the Klu Klux Klan and WCTU 
made most selections. 
What is the answer? No one 
knows for sure. Democratic Sec­ 
retary of State Larry A. Con- 
' rad favors the “Colorado plan.” 
It is a combined party and dir­ 
ect primary system in which 
the three top vote getters for 
any office in the state political 
conventions are eligible to run 
for the party nomination in dir­ 
ect prim aries. Two campaigns 
for the nomination might in­ 
crease the cost even more. 
It might be possible to do 
away with the political conven­ 
tions for 1972 entirely. Form er 
Governor Matthew Welsh ap­ 
pears to have his party’s nom­ 


ination 
“locked-up,” with 
his 
declaration of candidacy all that 
is still required. He has already 
been endorsed by enough county 
oranizations to win. 
House Minority 
Richard C. 
Bodine of Mishawaka, appears 
to be the leading contender for 
Lieutenant Governor. He report­ 
edly still has campaign debts 
from the race for his House 
seat, but will not say “no” to 
the party. 
Many top Democratic conten­ 
ders are not giving up the race 
for the nomination. They “smell 
a party victory” in 1972. 
Meanwhile. 
Republicans 
in 
the state are more concerned as 
to who they will allow in the 
“ grand old party” and who will 
control the organization. Each 
faction has its own preferred po­ 
tential candidate with no single 
strong compromise leader. The 
closest compromise might be W. 
W. “ Dub” Hill, recently appoint­ 
ed to head the Public Service 
Commission. 
Hill has been chief trouble 
shooter for the Whitcomb Ad­ 
ministration, holding four jobs 
at various times. Through it all, 
he has remained on the “in­ 
side” with the important Mar­ 
ion County-Bulen faction, being 
elected and serving as Senator 
during the last session of the 
General Assembly. He has re­ 
mained aloof in all inner-party 
fights.

Remember Attacks On Cereals? 
Old Favorites Now Lead Again

WASHINGTON (AP) — Near­ 
ly a year after an obscure civil 
engineer turned hunger crusa­ 
der attacked cereals as boxes 
of empty calories, the old fa­ 
vorites are back on top of the 
breakfast table. 
What at first blush appeared 
to be a buyer revolt now looks 
like nothing more than a fleet­ 
ing spasm. 
In the immediate wake of the 
charges leveled against dry ce­ 
reals by Robert Choate in. testi­ 
mony before a Senate com­ 
mittee, 
many 
a 
consumer 
switched 
to 
highly 
fortified 
brands, and these products still 
claim scattered pockets of loy­ 
alty. 
But the Big Three manufac­ 
turers—Kellogg, Post and Gen­ 
eral Mills—say their customers 
settled back into old buying 
habits within two months. 
The 
nation’s 
largest 
food 
chain, A&P, said a spot check 
of their stores confirmed 'the 
general 
pattern. 
Two 
ex­ 
ceptions were Chicago’s Jewel 
Food Stores and Washington’s 
Giant 
Food, 
regional 
chains 
which support consumer infor­ 
mation 
programs. 
They 
said 
the 
heavily 
fortified 
cereals 
seized an additional 12 to 20 per 
cent of the market at their 
stores, and are holding onto the 
new business. 
Since 
Choate 
testified 
that 
dry cereals "have calories and 
little else," makers of the popu­ 
lar 
brands 
have 
introduced 
more nutritious products, but 
they have said they were plan­ 
ning them all along, anyway. 
The government is working 
on two studies, one of com­ 
petition within the industry; the 
other of possible limits on forti­ 
fication of cereals. Neither has 
been completed. 
Choate has gone into food 
crusading full time from his 
Washington office, but he has 
switched the emphasis of his 
attacks on the food industry to 
criticism of its advertising, par­ 
ticularly its television advertis­ 
ing. 
"The press picked up the nu­ 
tritional 
aspect 
and 
sort 
of 
skipped over the advertising," 
he said in an interview. "So 
I’ve been concentrating on the 
advertising." 
Choate contended his testi­ 
mony hit the industry hard and 
enhanced the in-house positions 
of nutritionists, who he claims 
had been subservient to the ad­ 
vertising men. 
The 
industry-supported 
Ce­ 
real Institute, as well as the ce­ 
real manufacturers them selves,, 
cite, nutrition education efforts 
which include advertisements,

Makes Jewelry Out Of Coal

WHITESVILLE, W. Va. (A P) 
— Utilizing ingenuity and hard 
work, a native West Virginian in 
this community of 800' has found 
a way to prosper without m ov­ 
ing out of his beloved hills. 


Lonnie Stone makes jew elry 
out of coal. In fact, he says he*s 
the largest coal jew elry m anu­ 
facturer in the world. 


“ Well, the bottom cam e out of 
everything,” Stone said of the 


early 1960s when a depression 


set in over the southern coal­ 


fields as automation replaced 
men and as the dem and for coal 
fell. 
“ 'The mines shut down and 'the 
business w asn’t here. But we 
didn’t w ant to leave. And we d e­ 
cided that w hatever we decided 
to do would have to be shipped 
out of here to sell it.” 


So Stone and his wife Gladys, 
after quickly giving up the idea 
of moving elsewhere, opened a 


jew elry store in a sm all corner 


store in this Boone County com ­ 
munity. 


At the sam e tim e they set 


about the task of m aking jew el­ 


ry from the hard, bituminous 
coal which has controlled this 
region’s economy for nearly a 
century. 


“ At first, 1 filed a piece of 
coal, m ade a necklace and gave 
to my w ife,” Stone said. But 
that method was too slow, so 
Stone bought sanders and other 
tools and set out to m ake the 
jewelry faster. 


The 
native 
West 
Virginia 
craftsm an 
labored 
for 
three 
years on his new methods be­ 
fore he hit on the idea of using 


molds for even faster produc­ 
tion. 


First, Stone used a plaster 
mold sim ilar to ones used by 
old-time pottery craftsm en. But 
that 
method/ took 
the 
“ coal 
look"’ out of his jewelry. Stone 
said, and the m arket rem ained 
small and not too dem anding. 
Then Stone m ade a rubber 
meld, and in 1967 his business 
began to boom. 


To m ake the figurines, the 
workers 
in 
the 
shop 
behind 
Stone’s retail jewelry store and 
pour a coal resin, m ade from 
powdered coal and mixed with a 
hardener, into the rubber mold, 
which is then encased in the 
plaster shell and baked “ for 
about an hour.” 


One of the item s produced by 
this method is a comical carica­ 


ture of a coal m iner, which was 
first m arketed ir 1967. 


Stone 
now* 
estim ates 
some 


20,000 of these figurines have 
been sold, nut only throughout 
the United States but also in 
A ustralia. Germ any and Japan. 
The coal m iner has proved to 
be such a popular item that the 
“ laughing coal 
m iner”—which 
more resem bles the actual coal 
m iner—was created and m ar­ 
keted for retail sale late last 
year. 
A third coal m iner fig u rin e - 
m ore along the lines of a carica­ 
ture—is expected to be in pro­ 
duction early this year.

Q —I recently bought some 
white paint becaue 1 intend to 
paint the outside of my house 
one of these weeks. The other 
day. in looking at the label, I no­ 


tic e d that it says “ self-clean­ 
ing” on ft. What does this mean 
and can I use this paint on my 
wood-shingled house? 
A.—You purchased 
a paint 
which contains a chalking sub­ 
stance 
intended to keep the 
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whiteness intact over a long per­ 
iod. During a rain, the chalk 
flows downward and takes the 
dust and dirt with it. Hence the 
term 
“ self 
cleaning.” 
The 
chalking qualities often last for 
years. If the lower part of your 
house has brick or stones that 
might be m arred by the chalk, 
you would be wise to exchange 
the paint for one without chalk­ 
ing properties. 


Q.—I want to put a fiberglass 
roof on our patio, which is 28 
feet one way, 14 feet the other. I 
planned on using 2 by 4s for the 
rafters, but a neighbor says he 
doesn’t think they are large 
enough. Is he right? 
A.—You might get by with 2 
by 4s, but it would be false econ­ 
omy. Use 2 by 6s and you’ll 
lave a stronger fram ework. 


Q.—We have a mahogany ta ­ 
ble with a tiny scratch in it. I 
believe I read a long tim e ago 
that such a scratch can be dis­ 
guised by painting it with io­ 
dine, the kind kept in a medi­ 
cine cabinet. Will this harm the 
wood? 
A.—Iodine will do fine for this 
purpose, but you’d better be 
sure that it will be the proper 
shade when it dries. Try it first 
on the underside of the table. It 
won’t hurt the wood. 


Q. Cracks sometimes open up 
where 
the 
basement 
window 
fram es of my house fit into the 
concrete foundation. I have used 
a crack filler but it always 
seems to become brittle after a 
while. 
Can you suggest any­ 
thing? 
A.—Don’t know what kind of 
crack filler you used, but your 
best bet is to use a caulking 
compound. Be sure all loose 
pieces of the old m aterial are 
first removed.

To protect against blight, 
spray with 1% tablespoons of 
Dithane M-45 or Manzate 200 in 
one gallon of water, applying to 
100 feet of row.

Three applica­ 
tions at seven day intervals are 
recommended. Don’t harvest or 
use com until seven days after 
last application.

TAREE, Australia (AP) — 
Except for the stove she uses, 
Elizabeth Jones seems very 
much like the rural homemaker 
in Indiana. 
The 34-year-old mother of 
three has a new a 11-electric 
ranch-style home, but she uses 
a wood burning stove. 
The stove has some advan­ 
tages, she said, as she hung a 
pair of wet walking shorts over 
the top of it. “In the winter­ 
time the whole house can be 
kept warm with the heat from, 
my stove,” she said. 
The Jones’ 25 acres are a 
couple of miles from Taree, 
where Jones is an executive. 
Most homemakers who live in 
the city would have the same 
modern home as the Jones’ but 
on an urban lot without such 
animals as goats, chickens and 
soon-to-be purchased cattle. 
“Most of the women I know 
would not have a combustion 
stove,” Mrs. Jones said. 
However, her kitchen is 
warm with the charm of the 
ultra-modem 
wood 
burning 
stove — nothing like the one 
grandma used to use. Yet the 
principle is the same and so is 
the work involved in cooking. 
With many hours of her day 
spent sewing and knitting for 
her two daughters and teen-age 
son, Mrs. Jones has time to re­ 
flect on her career of several 
years past. She was a home 
products saleswoman and she 
cites the unequal pay rates for 
men and women as the biggest 
problem for the female Aussie. 
“But the lot of the Australian 
woman is improving,” she add­ 
ed. 
Although 
the 
Australian 
home 
seems 
man-centered, 
women have not found it un­ 
comfortable enough to form a 
women’s liberation movement. 
“Those women serve no pur­ 
pose and are just"making goats 
of themselves,” she said. “Most 
Australian men are easy going 


and Australian women are hap­ 
py.”

The show has a large section 
of industrial exhibits and the 
familiar long lists, of winners of 
livestock judging contests which 
appear in the newspaper the 
day after the show ends.

shows, rodeo events, trotting 
races, fireworks, a parade and 
a Miss Showgirl contest.

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Kids To Learn ‘Straight’ Talk 
In Classes By Veteran Announcers

NEW YORK (A P ) - Few of 


us talk like broadcasting an­ 
nouncers, 
practitioners of the 
rich, pear-shaped tones meticu­ 
lously devoid of regional ac­ 
cents. 


Viewers and listeners rarely 
see their faces and infrequently 
pay 
attention 
to 
announcers* 
nam es, but they rem ain a vital 
link in the communication chain 
between the station and the pub­ 
lic. The three major networks, 
each operating a radio as well 
as 
television 
interconnection, 
maintain staffs of a score or 
more announcers in their New 
York headquarters. 


NBC, for one, has an announc­ 


ing staff of 2!, many of whom 
are now involved in a pilot pro­ 
ject: They are teaching a group 
of 15 high school age boys and 
girls from inner-city homes how 
to com m unicate better with peo­ 
ple who live outside slum and 
deprived neighborhoods. 
The 
three-month, 
biweekly 
evening course was conceived 
by Mel Brandt, a veteran NBC 
announcer. 
A Brooklyn boy who somehow 
avoided the borough’s tattle-tale 
speech patterns, Brandt is con- 
viced that many city kids, grow­ 
ing up in areas where local ja r­ 
gon and slang dominate speech, 
suffer a definite handicap. 
NBC contributed a studio for 
the 
two-a-week 
classes. 
The 
American Federation of Televi­ 
sion and Radio Artists chipped 
in for carfare and refreshments. 
Colleagues on the announcing 
staff volunteered to help. 


Larry Canada 
Loses Round 
In Court Fight 


DETROIT (AP) - A federal 
judge ruled Tuesday that six 
young witnesses, including two 
Hoosiers, do not have a right to 
a hearing on the legality of evi­ 
dence before they appear be­ 
fore a grand jury investigating 
the bombing of the U.S. Capitol 
last March and the May day 
demonstration in Washington. 
But at the same time, U.S. 
D istrict Judge Cornelia Kenne­ 
dy delayed until next Tuesday 
the appearance by the six be­ 
fore the Detroit grand jury to 
allow them time to appeal the 
ruling. That appearance, after 
two earlier delays, had been 
scheduled for today. 
Attorneys 
for

had 
asked the court to consider the 
legality 
of 
wiretap 
evidence 
they expect will be brought up 
by the grand jury. 
Judge 
Kennedy 
ruled 
that 
there was no precedent for an 
“ anticipatory hearing’’ in the 
case. She said instead that the 
witnesses should go before the 
grand jury and if they refused 
to testify on the grounds that 
illegal evidence was being used, 
they 
would then be 
able 
to 
present their case at a contempt 
hearing. 
The six, Ken Kelley and Terry 
Taube of Detroit; Larry Canada 
and .his ex-wife, Kathy, of N ash­ 
ville, Ind.; Colin Neiberger of 
Boston; 
and 
Charles 
Michael 
Tola of Raleigh, N.C., all have 
said that they will go to jail on 
contempt charges before they 
will testify to the grand jury. 


Most of the class comes from 
Harlem, with a scattering from 
the Bronx. All attended the first 
session with obvious suspicion 
and hostility, Brandt said. 
“We talked with them, asked 
them what they would like to do 
later, explained that we were 
not trying to correct clinical 
speech problems, like lisping or 
stuttering, but trying to help 
them communicate better, even 
among themselves.” 
Once there was a rapport be­ 
tween 
students 
and teachers, 
the sessions loosened up consid­ 
erably. 
Brandt and associates 
were able to ask the youngsters 
what they wanted to do later in 
life. One boy said he wanted to 
be a lawyer, giving Brandt an 
opportunity 
to 
demonstrate 
what a handicap poor speech 
could be. 
“Some day you might have to 
go to the suburbs and address a 
jury,” Brandt told him. "If you 
dropped 
in 
‘man’ 
every 
few 
words, you might very easily 
build antagonism for both your­ 
self and your client. You must 
be realistic, you must think be­ 
fore you speak and you must 
speak slowly.” 
Partly because there was not 
time during the evening ses­ 
sions, the teachers didn’t even 
try to police up the grammar of 
the students—“That’s too much 
for an introductory course.” 
“But the remarkable thing is 
that we found as time went on 
that these kids don’t really like 
the way they speak—they kept 
telling us they wanted to ‘talk 
straight,1 ” Brandt continued. 
“All we really have been able 
to do is expose them to' basic 
verbal 
communication 
skills. 
What we’d like to do now is ex­ 
pand in the future—more stu­ 
dents and, perhaps even have 
daytime classes—to teach them 
about the dynamics and me­ 
chanics of speech.”'

NEW YORK (AP) - Most 
people wouldn’t go shark hunt­ 
ing with a cannon. Peter Gimbel 
does it with a camera. 
The lean, vigorous, 43-year- 
old Gimbel went on a 12,000- 
mile ocean hunt with three oth­ 
er divers and returned with 
enough footage of sharks in ac­ 
tion to put together an, at times, 
hair-raising film called “Blue 
Water, White Death.” 
The recently released movie 
deals with Gimbel’s search 
through the waters of the Indian 
Ocean, those off South Africa 
and Ceylon, and, finally, those 
off southern Australia for the 
legendary Great White Shark- 
one of the meanest, deadliest 
beasts swimming. 
Why log all those miles 
searching for a vicious meat 
eater that may run 14 feat in 
length and weigh a ton? “I 
wanted the Great White,” says 
Gimbel, “because . „, Well, 
hell! The most ambitious climb­ 
ers have their eyes on Everest. 
The analogy is there. The Great 
White is really a shark ail by 
himself." 
Gimbel, a member of the New 
York departments tora family, 
decided to get into filmmaktog 
after “1 had spent a lot of my 
life doing other things, among 
them investment banking.” 
During these years “I had 
been diving and taking under­ 
water pictures, and 1 had a re­ 
putation as an underwater pho­ 
tographer,” he says. “I knew it 
was late in the game for me to 
break into movies and that I 
needed any shortcut available. 
Since It no longer is possible to 
just take a camera underwater 
and shoot pretty scenes and 
come up with a commercially 
viable product, I figured it had 
to he a dramatic underwater 
film—sharks. A lot of people are 
absolutely intrigued with sharks 
—considering the actual effect 
they have on our lives.” 
Gimbel attributes this fascina­ 
tion with sharks to a variety of 
reasons. Among them: “They’re 
dangerous and dangerous situa­ 
tions, in general, intrigue peo­ 
ple; they’re large, sometimes 
huge; they have a passionless 
quality. They kill with no pas­ 
sion. They're beautifully de­ 
signed eating machines, and the 
whole image of being eaten 


alive is a terribly grotesque, bi­ 
zarre death since, subconscious­ 
ly, the form in which one meets 
death is terribly important to 
most people. Being eaten alive 
by a shark is very low on the 
list.” 
Gimbel also felt the film 
should “add to the drama of the 
shark, the drama of men meet­ 
ing the shark on its own terms 
—out in the open water.” He 
and his fellow divers went down 
into the waters in specially-de­ 
signed cages to photograph the 
sharks, but, at times, they left 
the cages to swim among cer­ 
tain sharks. 
These sharks, among them 
the Tiger Shark, belong to “the 
Requiem Family, and the first 
time I went among them with 
great 
trepidation,” 
Gimbel 
says. “I had more than my 
share of nightmares in coming 
to this decision. I did it after 
watching their behavior for 
days and determining they had 
a pattern of attack which was 
possible to deal with. They first 
bump to see how much resis­ 
tance there might be from the 
thing they plin to eat ” 
Noting this pattern, Gimbel 
decided to use an underwater 
shotgun apparatus to deflect the 
sharks *nd it worked. 
But jvtth the Great White 
Shark It was a dlffarent story. 
“We didn't play It fast and loose 
with them,” Gimbel says. “No­ 
body doubted they could smash 
our cages like a bamboo cur­ 
tain, but the pattern of attack of 
the Great White It not that of a 
fighting bull. It’s not a charger. 
The Great White doesn’t bump 
before it attacks. It doesn’t have 
to. It goes right in and bites, us 
lng the taste test. When they'd 
bite the cages, they apparently 
didn’t like the taste and it 
knocked some of their teeth out, 
There were moments when 
shark teeth were falling like au­ 
tumn leaves.” 
Gimbel, whose shark hunting 
expedition has been turned into 
a book called “Blue Meridian” 
by Peter Matthiessen. currently 
is working on “a completely dif­ 
ferent kind of film. It’s fiction. 
It's celled 'Mexican Silt,' and 
that's all I care to say about it 
at the moment.”

border 'into Communist China 
today for a month’s visit as 
guests of the Peking govern­ 
ment. 
Molly Coye, West Coast coor­ 
dinator for the Committee of 
Concerned 
Asian 
Scholars— 
CC.AS—said in Stanford, Calif., 
that this was the first group of 
China experts from the United 
States to enter the mainland for 
22 years. She said most of the 13 
were graduate students. 
Miss Coye said the scholars 
are opposed to the Vietnam 
war. She said CCAS is an inde­ 
pendent group of politically ac­ 
tive Asian specialists formed 
three years ago to work against 
the advice the government gets 
from its Asian experts. 
She said the group planned to 
publish its findings on its re­ 
turn. 
The visitors to China include 
Uldis and Ann Kruze of Indi­ 
ana University and Cleveland 
State University.
